I am sorry that I missed you on your visit to Glasgow 
during the summer, end I also regret that you have .ad to wait so long 
for a reply to your inquiry . This was only partly due to my being 
away on fieldwork; another reason was that your inquiry has caused 
some little embarassrnent . 

Enclosed is the only entry relating to early American 
co cage in the manuscript catalogue made of William Hunter's collection 
at about the time of his death in 1783. However, there is no trace now 

of the coins with the head of Lord Baltimore. ,J -'here is no way of 
telling how long ago ii/^as when these coins were lost from the 
collections. It may even have been before they came from London 
to Glasgow in 1807. If by any remote chance they should turn 

op in an unexpected corner, Ijwill of course let you know. 

There are, on the other hand , in the Hunter Coin Cabinet, 
now, and believed to be from William Hunger's own collection

Dear Miss Robertson: 

Thank you for your nice letter of September 30,1966 
giving me the information I requested in the William Hunter 
Collection. 


You need not be embarrassed because affew of the 
coins are misplaced as many museum^; in America have been 
burglarized. I hope you locate the Lord Baltimore pieces. 

As to the inventory of New England pieces dated 
l6f>2, the manuscript catalogue is obviously in error. There 
is no such thing as a fourpence and there is no such thing 
as a twopence dated 163>2. The twopence piece which he 
apparently owned is dated 1662 and is among the missing. 

I would like to have a photograph of the twelve 
pieces of Massachusetts silver which you seem to have, 
obverse and reverse. If plaster casts are easier for you, 
that would be Just as satisfactory. It is very important 
to have the details on the varieties which were known in 
1?83 as certain varieties which appeared in the nineteenth 
century are, apparently, forgeries. Naturally, I will be 
glad to reimburse you for any expense in taking the pictures, 
etc. * 


I would also like to know the denomination of the 
Rosa Arne ricana copper pieces which you list. The undated 
piece is the twopence. The penny is substantially smaller 
than the modern English penny. The halfpence is the next 
smaller size. 

Yesterday I was in a cave, the entrance of which 
is a vaulted arch of about eighty feet across and in which 
the earliest American Indians lived 10,000 years ago. It 
has substantially filled up with earth which blew in 
following the glacial period. The University of Missouri 
Archaeological Department is going to take charge of the 

We are hoping it will yield interesting materiel 
as we know so little about the nomadic Indians who lived 
in this area before modern times.
